ver, he was always sure of election.

President Tripp's Reservoir 


Plans Run into Snags at 
New London 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


New London—Fifty riparian owners, 


renters and others, living on or near 
the Wolf river between Oshkosh and 
Shicoton, attended the meeting of the 
Association for the Relief of 
v High 


Water in the city hall, here Saturday 
afternoon. The meeting was called by 
Alan H. Tripp, president of the asso- 
ciation, for the purpose of giving the 
officers an opportunity to report to the 
members -what had been done along 
the line of relief and what the pres- 
ent relief program is. 


Excerpts from reports of several de- 


partments of the federal and state 


• governments, showing what had been 
i done were read by President Tripp's 
• secretary. In this manner, a connect- 


ed history of the activities of govern- 
ment and association officials was re- 
cited. 


Relief from floods has been obtained 


in the Lake Winnebago and Lake Poy- 
t;an distiicts by holding the water in 
Lake "Winnebago at a lowei stage than 
in the past and by raising the canal 
Ijoats and lock walls and gates below 
the Menasha dam an the Fox river. 
For obtaining relief from high water 
up the river from Fremont and in 
New London, Shiocton, and farther 
north, the original plan -was to dig a 
drainage ditch from Leeman, in Outa- 
gamie-co to Duck Creek near Green Bay 


• Surveys made by engineers, however, 


proved the Sh>octon-Duck Creek canal 


' to be impractical a' I impossible on 
, account of the original cost and up- 


keep. The cost of this canal was esti- 


" mated at ?17,19o,904. "The Shiocton 


cut-off should receive no farther atten- 
tion," Gilbert Van B. Wilkes, district 


' engineer, wrote in a. report and con- 


cluded by saying, "It is recommended 
that no survey be made for the fur- 
ther study of flood conditions on the 
Wolf and Fox rivers, but that ripar- 
ians and others locally interested be 
left to solve the problem of increasing 


• the value of their property, as other 


citizens must by their own exertions." 


After the survey proved tiie Shiocton 


cut-off to be impractical, tho Associa- 
tion began to conside^ the matter of 
impounding the flood wateis of the 
Wolf river In series of re&ervoirs from 
Leeman nortii through the Indian res- 
ervation. As no combination cf farm- 
ers nor Indians nor of any other class 
of. people could finance such a gigan- 
tic project unless they could use the 


• water for power purposes, a permit 


•was issued to a power company with 
the consent of the 
Association to 


make preliminary surveys in the In- 
dian reservation. This kind of relief 
from .high water was the chief sub- 
ject of discussion at the New London 
meeting.

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THE EDITH CAVELL FILM 


Shall "Dawn," the picture relating to 


the tragic story of Edith Cavell, be 
shown? Would it be good taste? Would 


• it arouse the dying embers of bitterness 


produced by the war? Or would it, on the 
other hand, be one of those hideous but 
helpful things which go to show what a 
horrible travesty on life, on love, on de- 
cency, war really is? 


The picture originating in England was 


opposed by Germans, to which opposition 
Sir Austin Chamberlain bluntly expressed 
the opinion that to display it would be 
against public policy, and that in fact it 
is "an outrage on a noble woman's mem- 
ory." But is it really so ? Despite the fact 
that the execution of Miss Cavell created 
at that time intense feeling against the 
German authorities, in these days, with 
the fogs of war and the intense feelings 
engendered, cleared away ' from 
our 


vision, the best opinion supports the exe- 
cution as being a lawful exercise of au- 
thority during wartime. That the death 
of Miss Cayell was, nevertheless, a great 
blunder of policy, as was the attitude of 
the German authorities in turning a deaf 
ear to the-strong American appeals ad- 
dressed to them for clemency, is equally, 
as true. Miss Cavell was tried for aiding 
able-bodied men to escape, which in war 
is military crime carrying with it the pun- 
ishment of death. Yet, and glorifying her, 
the stark fact'remains that Miss Cavell 
reckoned with the cost and noted it as 
trivial in performing her duty, as she saw 
it, to serve her country. AVhile she was 


• rightly condemned the blunder of taking 


the lawful "pound of flesh" has placed her 
high in the annals of those splendid 
heroes who grace and ennoble the pages 
of history. .. 


Treating the picture as the 
truthful 


narrative of an historical fact cannot and 
will not tend to arouse any racial preju- 
dice. Treating it, as in fact it was, the 
story of a noble woman who deliberately 
and very willingly gave her life to help 
her cause, gives it two fine educational 
features, one the heights to which lowly 
human nature can soar, the other the 
grim, stern, unrelenting, and as unmer- 
ciful, rules of war. 


The more serious issue, however, re- 


lates to the accuracy of the film. Any ex- 
aggeration either in painting the conduct 
of the German authorites or in enhancing 
the facts concerning Miss Cavell's con- 
duct will only arouse just criticism. Ac- 
cording to the film, when the time for her 
execution arrives, one of the German fir- 
ing party refuses to shoot and for his in- 
subordination is killed on the spot by the 
officer in charge of the 
squad, whereat 


Miss Cavell faints and is executed in a 
slumped attitude at the foot of the stake 
to which she was loosely tied. The officer 
in charge of the execution subsequently 
commits suicide. The best evidence indi- 
cates -that this picture is not true. The 
clergyman and physician who attended 
deny it. There is no evidence to support 
it. It is just red-hot drama 
poured in 


where no seasoning is necessary. 
Ac- 


curacy in historical films is essential and 
particularly when it is better for all 
concerned. Miss Cavell did not faint. No 
one of the firing squad refused to lire. 
The officer did not commit suicide. Ex- 
cluding these fantasies and including the 
truth, puts Miss Cavell on a plane with 
our revolutionary hero, Nathan Hale, and 
his historical remark: "I only regret that 
I have but one life to give for my coun- 
try." On the moment of her departure for 
the place of execution Miss Cavell said, 
"Tell my loved ones that my soul, I hope, 
•is saved, and that I am glad to die for my 
country." - Just before she was executed 
she remarked: "I now see that patriotism 
is not enough, and that we arc not to hate 
anyone, but to love all." History should 
make much of that statement. With it in- 
delibly written into every 
heart there 


could be no war. 


To show the- Edith Cavell film it it 


truly covers the facts is not, and cannot 
be taken by the German people, as an of- 
iense against them. It would show the 


abiding depths of feeling and the equally 
deep determination upon the part of 
simple souls, here a woman who had lived 
a quiet, unnoticed life; humanity at its 
very best. Is it riot always thus, that from 
rurar'places and the ordinary walks in life 
heroes step out and blaze their imperish- 
able records against tjie sky ? 


Edith Cavell, her sacrifice and her dy- 


ing statements should be kept alive for 
all time, not as the death of a noble Eng- 
lish woman but as an example of the de- 
mands of war and the payment of those 
demands by humanity. 


THEN AND NOW 


ilonrrchies have generally kept excel- 


lent records, but until they fall the rec- 
ords are kept secret. Exposing them has 
seldom been complimentary to the par- 
ticular monarchy. 


Since Austria became a republic a care- 


ful sorting out and analysis of all 
the 


papers accumulated through the centuries 
of Hapsburg rule has been made and re- 
veals instructive stories. One of them 
relates to the early relations of the col- 
onies on these shores with the then 
mighty 
and 
fearsome govt rnment 
of' 


Austria. 


Under the date of April 19. 1777, Ben- 


jamin Franklin who had been received as 
a representative of the colonies at the 
French court, restless and untiring in his 
efforts to get aid, any sort of aid, men, 
money or sympathy, undertook to make 
a coalition with Austria. His original let- 
ter sent on that date to the Austrian Am- 
bassador at Paris has been brought to 
light after sleeping quietly a hundred and 
fifty years. It didn't receive much atten- 
tion but it was sent by the Austrian Am- 
bassador at Paris to the Imperial Chan- 
cellor at Vienna with his own inrnes- 
sions, quite uncomplimentary, concern- 
ing the new born nation over her(c. Jt was 
apparent that the efforts of these colonies 
were not received with a very warm feel- 
ing by the haughty gentleman who con- 
ducted the affairs of the Austi ian Foreign 
Office. Illusions to us were cynical for we 
appeared to, be a matter of very trivial 
moment to those at the helm in imperial 
Vienna, nor was there the slightest sym- 
pathy with American aspirations. 


But Franklin persisted and the next 


year sent a representative, William Lee, 
to Vienna, where his reception was 
as 


haughty and unfriendly as might be an- 
ticipated. 
Yet when 1783 came around 


and the colonies had triumphed an*d sev- 
eral European nations had granted recog- 
nition of their independence it 
became 


apparent to Austria that it might be use- 
ful to arrange commercial relations with 
the new nation on the map. 
Still, such 


were the conditions surrounding the maj- 
esty of imperial governments, that the 
chancellor would not invite America to 
open up negotiations. That would be out 
of place, though it were entirely proper 
to hint to America that if she came in 
humble fashion on her knees she might 
receive the regal recognition. 


But the colonies by this time were very 


independent. They would make humble 
advances to no one. 
They didn't care 


about bowing to royalty and it took 
a 


little time before diplomatic connections 
were actually smoothed out between the 
two nations. 


How times have changed since then!

No. 27—Sources of Infection 


The majority of people acquire from trade an 


nouncements, sales talk and the like such know 
ledge as they may have about sanitary question> 
especially sanitary questions as these apply to th. 
individual and the home. Here and there one find.- 
individual vendors or perhaps lines or classes o 
trade that merit implicit confidence, though the an- 
cient principle, caveat emptor—let the buyer be 
ware—is still in effect so far as the sanitary facto 
is concerned. For example, consider the childlike 
faith the average customer has in the "healing' 
power of his favorite "antiseptic" nostrum. Some 
cities have strict ordinances forbidding the sale ol 
second hand mattresses, but none forbidding the 
sale of second hand clothing. The only explanation 
one can concieve for such a curious inconsistencj, 
is that the sale of the former does not benefit trade 
whereas the sale of the latter does. 


Although 
disease germs are "bugs" in populai 


parlance, these microscopic organisms are more like 
plants than like animals in character. 
Is it not 


ridiculous to think of plants "lurking" or travcllinu 
or moving about automatically and without convey" 
or or carrier? Lest there be some doubt about it 
I'll answer the question myself: The fancy that 
germs or bacteria or microbes, whichever you pre- 
fer to call them, can move an inch of their own 
ictivity, is absurd. No known disease virus or in- 
fection can travel in the air. Even the breath, the 
expired air, of a person ill of tuberculosis, diphther- 
a, scarlet fever or other infectious disease, is germ 
free if the patient is not coughing,, sneezing or talk- 


? at the moment. Physicians have long known 


this and based their aseptic technic on it, in attend- 
ng the sick. 
The laity, however, still imagines 


;hat the virus or infection is in the air in the neigh- 
borhood of such disease and especially in the pa- 
tient's breath. 


Many curious and more or less apocryphal stories 


ieem to confirm the notion that objects, such as 
books, papers, toys, articles of clothing, letters, even 
treasury notes or coins, may carry scarlet fever 
or other infectious disease. To the best of my 
knowledge this never happens. I am satisfied that 
it is the best sanitary practice to ignore all of these 
alleged sources or modes of infection and to con- 
centrate attention upon the pollution of food or 
water and the carrying of disease germs by ani- 
mate carriers—human, animal, insect. 


The great typhoid epidemic in Montreal a year 


ago was caused by the peddling of milk that was 
polluted with typhoid germs from an improperly 
controlled case of typhoid fever on a dairy farm. 
Most typhoid epidemics arise from the pollution of 
food, nowadays usually by a typhoid "carrier" who 
s at the time well, innocent and unsuspected. 


For the individual who seeks to avoid infectious 


disease it is a sound working rule to recognize aa 
the only sources or modes of infection the follow- 
ng: 


1. Intimate association with the sick person. 
2. Possibly pollution of food or water. 
3. Opportunity for the agency of animate car- 


riers. 


In the next talk about this we shall discuss in 


detail the first of these sources of infection.

"AN ARTIST IN THE FAMILY" 
You might expect Sarah Gertrude 


Jlillin to do the unusual. This South 
African novelist is one of the com- 
paratively small band of writers in 
the world today who really count. In 
"God's Stepchildren" and 
again 
in 


Mary Glenn" she gave us books that 


are genuinely big. In "An Artist in the 
Family," just "published in America, 
she has increased the confidence of 
her readers that she will take her 
place in the first rank of the writers 
of this generation. 


"An Artist in the Family" turns 


the tables on that numerous brood of 
novels that justify the 
eccentricities 


and vices or artists. Somerset Maug- 
ham's "The Moon and Sixpense" is 
the best possible example of the type. 
The artist abandons his family for his 
art. Well and good, Maugham seeirs 
to say. Ho was an artist and art is 
more important than family. He be- 
trayed 
his friend. 
Again well 
and 


goqd — ho was 
a genuine 
artist. 


And so all along the line. Every vice 
is justified by art. What of it if 
a 


man is a cad — provided ho is gen- 
uinely an artist? 


That is the general attitude of a 


large class of novels about artists. 
Sarah Gertrude Millim, away out in 
South Africa thousands of miles dis- 
tant from literary 
cliques, had 
an 


opportunity to think this thing out 
for herself. 
She refused 
to arcept 


ideas that were 
ready 
made, 
even 


though they had become standard in 
<.i hundred novels. 


What 
of the 
people 
who 
suffer 


through 
the 
artist's 
eccentric- 


ities, she asked herself. They 
may 


conceivably 
have rights 
too. They 


may m their way be as worthy as the 
artist and as valuable to human soci- 
ety. 
Why not see how they feel and 


how the vices of the artist 
affects 


their lives? 


So .she took an average South Af- 


rican larnily in mocit,-r:<to circumstanc- 
s — linglish colonials of some educa- 
tion and culture making only a rea- 
sonably comfortable living by orange 
growing. There are a father, mother 
and two sons. The older son is hum- 
drum, married, and has an orange 
jrovo of his own. He and his parents 
are wholesome people of good sense 
and completely free from the artistic 
temperament. 


But they worship that temperament 


in the younger son, Thco., who is the 
artist in the family. They skimp to 
end him to Orford. 
They 
deprive 


thomseUcs 
of luxuries 
to 
provide 


thorn to the artist period. As a fam- 
ily they are always down before gen- 
v. 
lie repays them by wandering over 


Kuropo instead of going to school, and 
lin.illy he comes homo broken 
in 


liralth and saddles himself and a wife 
.mil her illegitimate child on the fam- 
ily for support while he paints. 


The general layout of the story is 


about Ihe same ns all these novels 
about artists — with this difference 


that in all the others the artist is jus- 
tified by the writer; in this case the 
tables are turned. The reader has a liv 
ly sense of sympathy for the family. 
Incidentally there is an ironical study 
of the race question in South Africa, 
a theme that enters into all. Mrs. Mil- 
lin's books. The artist is supposed to 
be broadminded and above the pre- 
judices of ordinary people, like his 
family, about color — until he finds 
a nearly white and well educated col- 
ored man with his wife whom more- 
over he hates and despises. Then he 
becomes almost a raving maniac. His 
race prejudices are much deeper than 
his artistic instincts. 


But that is incidental. The main 


current of the story shows how an 
artist in the family may be an un- 
relieved curse to good and worthy 
people. And 
Mrs. 
Millin does 
not 


make the mistake of making her art- 
ist a false alarm. That has been done 
often, thus begging the question. She 
does not positively say Theo. 
is 
a 


great artist but we get the impression 
he is the real thing. His artistic tem- 
perament at least is genuine and not 
a pose. 


He merely succeeds in making him- 


self wretched — which is normal for 
artists; but he makes life 
miserable 


for his family, which is something 
they do not deserve. And it ends in 
futility for all. 


It is a searching study into human 


character by a novelist who can real- 
ly write.

London —OP)— Almost forgotten 


by the world, Mrs. Kate Perugini 
88, lives secluded in her Chelsea home 
dreaming of the verses she would like 
to write "if she were not the daugh 
ter of Charles Dickens." 
For Kate Dickens has alwayt want 


ed to write and her friend* assert 
that she has a fine literary style o: 
her own, but she ha» refrained be 
cause she feels that "a 
daughter 


ought not attempt to follow in the 
footsteps of such a father." 
A sweet faced, silver 
haired old 


lady, she still bears traces of the 
'beauty which Millais, Val Prinsep and 
other artist friends have portrayed on 
canvas. 
She is herself an artist and noted 


for her portraiture of children, bul 
she now refuses to be photographed 
or painted. As a girl she wished to 
go on the stage and was offered an en 
gagement. Her father was against it 
and advised her to go on with her 
painting. While in her teens she mar- 
ried an artist named Collins and un- 
der his guidance pursued her studies 
After his death, she married the late 
C. E. Perguni, also an artist. 


Their huuse Is full of relics of Dick- 


ens. At the entrance of Mrs. Perug 
ini's studio stands the historic table 
which her father used when giving 
readings and which he took with him 
on his American tour. He could not 
read, he said, unless he had that table 
before him. 
A highly valued 
picture 
shows 


three angel heads. Dickens was at 
tracted by it at a sale and 
Mrs. 
Perugini recalls how on one day he 
came home with a picture on the top 
of a cab, had it carried up to the room 
of herself and .her sister and there 
hung it, saying, "that is something 
beautiful to be always before your 
eyes." 
When Dickens suffered from fits of 


gloom and depression, Kate would 
attempt to solace him. She relates a 
curious premonition which occurred 
before his- .death. She and her sister 
had left "Gadshlll," the Dickens home 
to go on a visit to London. At the rail- 
way station, Kate said: 
. 
"I must go back and speak to fa- 


ther again." 


When she reached the house she 


found him pacing the room in dis- 
tress. At sight of her, he brighten- 
ed up, held out his arms and clasped 
her to him. After a long embrace she 
returned to the station and went on 
her journey. Next day she received 
wOrd of his death.

WOMEN PREXIES IN 
MANY COLLEGES 


Washington —04")— One 
hundred 


per cent increase in the number of 
women college presidents in the past 
12 years has been noted by the U. S. 
Bureau of Education. Io Its new edu- 
cational directory, the bureau lists 57 
women college and university pres- 
idents m office in 1928. 


The directory for 12 years ago list* 


but 24 women college executives and 
most of them were heads of women's 
seminaries and finishing schools that 
gave a college degree. Almost all the 
large eastern women's colleges now 
are presided over by women execu- 
tives. 


This year's list shows that there 


are seven women in the position of 
state superintendent of public instruc 
tion, 40 who are city superintendents 
of schools and 900 who aie county or 
district 
suiMi inlcndents of 
schools. 


Tho number of women county super- 
intendents has doubled in the past 12 
years. There is only one state that 
does not have at least one woman 
school executive. 


Theie -is one woman head of a di 


xision of the bureau of education, one 
who beads a law school and on* a 
school of medicine. 


While many of the schools of the- 


ology, dentistry, pharmacy and vet- 
erinary medicine 
have women on 


their faculties, nono has a woman 
as chief executive.

Jaded Appetites Need 


Tempting Crisp Salads 


BY SISTER MART 


The alads that bloom In the sprint 


tra-la do much to whet jaded appe- 
tites. 'Twould seem that in no othe 
department of cookery 
have 
there 


been so many delightful innovationi 
and intriguing combinations. We have 
come far from the potato and chicken 
salads of our grandmothers' adven 
tures in the art. 


DECORATIVE SALADS 


The salad of today can be so at 


tractive and colorful that is one of thi 
most important features of luncheon 
or dinner. 


But even the most artful salad in 


the world can be spoiled and madi 
tasteless by 
carelessly 
prepared 


greens. No matter whether the sal 
ad plant is used as a garnish or 'act- 
ually foriijn the main part of the dish 
the same care must be used in its 
preparation. Lettuce, endive, romaine 
watercress — all of these greens re 
quire the same attention. 


HAVE GREENS CRISP 


As soon as the lettuce or salac 


plant comes from the market, put it 
into a large panful of cold water to 
freshen. Edges of leaves that 
are 


bruised 
beyond revival 
in water 


should be clipped of! with the kitch 
en shears. Wash through, several wa- 
ters, holding each leaf under running 
water at a sharp angle. Let the wash 
ed greens stand in cold water to com- 
pletely cover until crisp. Then drain 
carefully and wrap in a soft towel 
Place on ice until needed. The mois- 
ture that inevitably clings to the 
leaves will be absorbed by the cloth 
and the dampness will keep the let 
tuce deliciously crisp. 


If there is. not time for this leisure- 


ly chilling and drying, put the greens 
after washing and crisping into a 
large square of cheesecloth. Gather 
corners loosely in a knot, allowing 
plenty of room for the greens and 
swing the bundle vigorously, making 
twelve or fifteen evolutions at arm's 
length. There are wire baskets for 
drying lettuce on the market that are 
very much worth while, but the cal- 
isthenics with the cheesecloth square 
effect the same results. 


The condition of the meat, vegeta- 


ble or fruit used in the salad la the 
next consideration. 


Uncooked vegetables should be crisp 


and tender, cut in dice or shreds con- 
venient to eat. 
Cooked vegetable* 


should be firm and tender and cut in

neat, uniform size. Mushy, shapeless 
piccts are far from attractive. 
CUT INGREDIENTS CAREFULLY 


Meat should be free from fat, bone, 


skin or sristle and cut in neat dice, 
not too small but of a slse that re- 
quires no cutting in the finished sal- 
ad. 
'Fl»h 
should be free from bones, 


skin and fat and broken into large 
flakes or cut as needed. 


Never let greens stand with a 


French dressing over them before 
serving, as they will be sure to wilt. 
Any dressing will cause th* 
green 


salad plant to wilt after a reasonable 
length of time but the acid of a 
French dressing acts more directly 
than that of a dressing made with 
eggs. 


When a French dressing is used, 
the salad should be mixed at the ta- 
ble or the dressing passed for each per- 
son to help himtielf. In mixing a sal' 
ad at the table the bowl must be 
large enough to allow thorough mix- 
ing of the leaves and must be well 
chilled. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per, then pour over oil, lifting and 
'tossing" with two forks until each 
leaf is coated. Then add vinegar or 
lemon juice. If the vinegar is poured 
over the greens first, the oil will not 
stick to the wet leaves. Calculate 1 ta- 
blespoonful of oil with 1-2 as much 
or 1 teaspoon lemon Juice for each 
person to be served.

pleasant one for Captain Kinsman who 
has been with the Wolf since 1920. 
"I will hate to see her go, she was a 
fine old ship, the captain said. "They 
tell me the Neenah is more modern 
and up to date but nevertheless I hate 
to see the passing of the old Wolf. It 
means something when a man knows 
his ship and I surely know just what 
the Wolf will do. I'm taking over a 
new ship one don't know a thing about

first boat was the old sidewheeler O. 
B. Reed which was sold in 1893 at 
Toledo, O. Now the captain is fifty 
years of age and he still is on the 
river. In 1906 he was made mate of 
the Lefevre of Oshkosh, a sidewheel 
passenger boat, and when the boat 
•was sold to the Johnson Island Resort 
Co. at Sandusky, O. he went with it 
only to return a short time later to 


. the Fox river. 
His first boat as master was the 


Dixie, a sternwheeler. This was in 
1908. Other ships which he command 
ed were the R. C. Brown of the Cook 
and Brown Line of Oshkosh and the 
Paul L. of the Oshkosh Tustmg line. 


The tug Wolf is 87 feet long and 30 


feet wide and the 
Neenah 
will be 


shorter and wider. The new tug was 
built at Kewaunee and was to have 
been delivered last* week but it was 
discovered that the insurance on the 
boat did not expire until May 11 so 
the delivery date was delayed until 
this week. 
The semi-deisel engines 


were built by the Kolemberg Engine 
•works at Two Rivers. It will not be as 
large as the Menasha which re- 
placed the tug Fox about a year ago. 
The Menasha was built at Dulutb, 
Minn, and until it was rebuilt last 
summer at Kewaunee was distinctly 
without lines. As the 
captain 
re- 


marks, "until that time it could only 
wobble along." At Kewaunee it was 
lengthened and other major improve- 
ments made. The Wolfe and Fox were 
built side by side at Oshkosh in 1920 
by George D. Ryan. 


The Fox was primarily 
built as 


Quarter ship for

AVolf was built for duty as a tug. The 
former is at Kaukauna at the present 
time where it being made into a 
cabin boat. All of the machinery has 
been removed and sold to a Green 
T3ay

Sleeping quarters have been built on 
it for 26 men. It will retain its name 
Fox but will be used in the Milwau- 
kee district under Co. Christoval.
